HE horizontal lines of this fence are all composed of two No. 20 galvanized steel wires 



coiled together. Beginning at the bottom the first seven cables are H inches apart, the 



next three cables are H inches apart, then six cables 2 inches apart and all above that 4 
inches apart. This gives a mesh of Hx3 inches at the bottom where it is needed for small chicks, 
and above 2 feet, v. here fowls can only reach when on the wing, the mesh is 3x4 inches. The 
pickets are No. 19 galvanized steel wires and are 3 inches apart. The picket is fastened to the 
cables with the Union Lock, the same as we use in our Field and Hog Fencing, which has given 
such excellent satisfaction. 

On account of the picket being at right angles to the cables, this fence will fit any uneven- 
ness of the ground without cutting, which is an advantage not possessed by any diamond mesh 
netting or diagonal mesh fencing. 

As all of the cables are of the same length and run the whole length of the fabric, every 
part can be stretched perfectly. The fence is amply strong, as the breaking strain of a No. 20 
two-wire cable is 192 pounds and there are ten cables in the first foot of fence. Because of its 
strength and construction this fence requires no top or bottom rail and no more posts than the 
ordinary woven wire stock fence, or about one-half the number needed for poultry netting. 
In strength, closeness of mesh, adjustability and economy, it excels all others.

TO DO GOOD WORK YOU MUST HAVE GOOD TOOLS. 




Patented November 17, 1896. 



THIS Stretcher will give perfect satis- 
faction and will do the work better 
than any yet offered. It is made 
entirely of steel and iron, excepting the 
clamq-bars, which are wood. It does not 
repuire a post beyond the end fence- post 
to use it. 

The two stakes at the outer end are 
used to hold the stretcher from moving 
sidewise while operating it. The front 
end is placed against the end-post of the 
fence, generally about one inch above the 
center of the fence you expect to stretch.. 

The cable chain is wrapped about the 
clamp bars, centerway of the fence, and 
is caught by the grab-hook in the mova- 
ble block. If running the block back to 
the rear bearing does not pull the fence 
sufficiently tight, drop the loose end of 
the chain in the slot over the rear bear- 
ing, which will hold the fence where you 
have drawn it, and reverse the crank, 
running the movable block back to the 
front end, where you will again use the 
grab-hook on the same chain, running 
the block back until the fence is in 
proper tension .

ERECTING UNION LOCK FIELD, HOG AND SHEEP FENCE. 

TO secure the best results your Woven Wire Fence must be properly erected. Good posts 
are essential and those on which the strain comes must be well set, the line posts being 
placed from sixteen to twenty feet apart. 

On preceding page we illustrate an excellent method of bracing the end and corner posts. 
These posts should be at least seven inches in diameter, well seasoned timber at least 4x4 inches 
in size being used for the brace. 

The upper end of brace is notched into the post near the top and the lower end placed on a 
stone, block of cement, or if these are not convenient a good-sized block of wood will answer the 
purpose, the idea being to use something giving sufficient surface so that it will not sink into the 
ground in wet weather. 

For the straining wire No. 7 or No. 8 should be used looped around the post and lower end 
of wood brace, which is notched so as to prevent slipping of wire. A short stick or iron rod will 
answer for twisting the straining wire which should be drawn tight and you will have a truss 
that will stand almost any strain.

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STRETCHING THE FENCE. 

IN stretching, unroll the fencing alongside the posts with the narrow spacing next the posts. 
Securely fasten fencing to end post, having pickets perpendicular, then place Wide Stretcher in 
position at other end and there will be no difficulty in stretching 20 or even 40 rods "till it sings." 

There is very little danger of stretching the fencing too tight. On the contrary, unless the 
fencing is properly stretched when erected you will be disappointed with your fence after com- 
pleted. Take sufficient time to properly build your fence and you will avoid future trouble and 
will have a piece of work that you may feel proud of. 

ERECTING UNION LOCK POULTRY FENCE. 

An expensive stretcher is unnecessary in putting up this fencing. The full width of the 
fencing should be stretched at one time and clamp bars can be arranged quickly by using two 
lx4-inch boards as long as the fencing is wide which should be bolted together on the fencing 
and stretcher attached. A light block and tackle or an ordinary barb wire stretcher will answer 
admirably for drawing up the light weight fencing. Do not use a rail at either top or bottom as 
it is not required and only adds to the expense, besides when used at the top it makes a dark 
object on which the fowls can light.

The pickets are made of two No. 12 galvanized steel wires, formed as shown in cut, with 
two twists between opening in the picket. The spacing between the legs of the pickets in the 
standard fence is 2| inches and in the close mesh If inches, in each case measuring from the 
nearest points and not from their centers. 

The cables are made of two No. 14 galvanized steel wires, spaced 6£ inches apart. These 
are twisted between the legs of the pickets which hold the flat side of the picket in the plane of 
the fence and at the same time prevent the cables from slipping on the picket. 

This fence is very strong, having more than twice the weight of the corresponding height 
of Field Pence. It fits uneven ground and will follow an incline as well as a level surface. 

The style most frequently used Is the 37-inch standard mesh.

All Gate, Corner, Line and Field Posts are driven to the required depth. This makes them much firmer than when 
holes are dug, and saves a great deal of labor. 

Both posts and anchors are so constructed that they are not raised by frosts. In setting the Hitching Posts, it is 
necessary to dig the hole, as we use a bell-shaped anchor on the bottom of the post to prevent its being pulled out, and two 
anchors placed at right angles close to the surface of the ground, which gives it a lateral resistance equal to a 6-inch post.

1st* Drive Corner and End Posts, then mark off the ground between them so as to get the other posts in line. 

2d* Drive the Gate Posts. In pkictng the: posts for single gates leave -space 5 inches wider than gate to allow for 
hinges and latch; for double gate leave 8 inches extra space. Be careful to attach hinges and latch to posts 
before fastening the fence to them. 

3d. Drive Line Posts, placing them 8 to 10 feet apart, with holes crossing line of fence. Always drive posts perpen- 
dicular and to proper depth so the fence will clear the ground by about two inches; be careful to get posts in 
line . Remove ornaments and top loops from posts while being driven . 

4th. The Top Pail is to be screwed together until it is long enough to extend from one ornamental post to another : 
cut it off if necessary to make an exact fit, attach it to line posts by passing through the loops and the ends 
fit over the arms on ornaments. Now hang the gates. 

5 tli. Stretch the Fence on framework thus formed as follows, using an ordinary wire stretcher : fasten all the cables 
to the farthest end post with hook bolts, being careful to get picket nearest the post perpendicular with it ; 
carry the fence to the next corner post, stretch the middle cable first, then alternately those above and below, 
until all are stretched and fastened tightly to post with hook bolts, being careful while doing this to keep the 
pickets perpendicular, then go to next corner or end post and fasten in same way, cutting off cables neatly at 
the ends. Fasten top cable to rail by passing wire nails through the holes, hooking them over the cable and 
hammering down. Attach cables to line posts by wires twisted through the holes and fence is complete. 
If wood posts are used great care must be taken in bracing those at ends and corners to prevent their drawing 
over which would allow the fencing to sag between posts. The method of bracing illustrated on page 13 will 
give excellent results with the Union Lawn Fence.
